Game Day Plan 
Due in April 

A dvance copies of the new Ballparks 
plan for traffic and parking on 
days starting in 2008 when the 
Washington Nationals will play at the 
So. Capitol St. SE facility will undergo 
discussion and change before being final 
in April, 2007. 

On a week day night (7 pm) sellout 
there will be 41,000 tickets sold with 
37.750 people attending. 15,700 will 
come by transit through the Navy Yard 
station on the green line, with 3,900 using 
other stations, mostly Capitol South in 
SE on the orange and blue lines. 

Estimates are that 750 will come on 
20-30 charter buses, 4000 will come by 
taxi, 3,100 will walk, 300 by bicycles and 
13,600 people will come in 4,700 autos. 

Similar estimates are being made for 
weekday games at 1:05 pm, Sat. at 7:05 
and Sun. at 1:05 pm. 

Estimates are partly based on the experi¬ 
ence at RFK Stadium and other Ballparks, 
such as SBC Park in San Francisco. 

A few streets in SE will have to be closed 
to cars to allow crowds to walk to the Navy 
Yard station. Parking on lots to be built in 
the Potomac Ave. SW area will be a prob¬ 
lem because of the lack of sidewalks. 

The DC Sports and Recreation Com¬ 
mission will be represented at the Nov. 27 
public meeting of the Southwest Neighbor¬ 
hood Assembly at St. Augustine Episcopal 
Church, 6th and M St. SW at 7:30 pm. 
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A twelve year schedule of demolition 
and construction between Maine 
Ave. SW and the Washington 
Channel of the Potomac River will be 
explained by the Anacostia Waterfront 
Corporation at the monthly public meet¬ 
ing of the Southwest Waterfront Time¬ 
line, Neighborhood Assembly, Mon. Nov. 
27 at St. Augustine’s Episcopal Church, 
6th and M St. SW at 7:30 pm. 


Attending will be Skip McKoy, David 
Howard, Nina Albert and possibly someone 
from the Hoffman/Streuever developer team. 

The Baseball Stadiums traffic plan on 
game days will also be explained by Tony 
Robinson, Director of Public Affairs for 
the DC Sports Commission. 

Two dozen Southwest volunteers who 
received Disaster Planning training will 
be recognized.

Winners Carry 
Southwest 

T he voting patterns citywide and in 
Ward 6 were reflected in the three 
Southwest voting precincts - 127, 
128, 142. 

In major city-wide races Mayor-elect 
Adrian Fenty, Council Chair-Elect Vin¬ 
cent Gray, At-Large Council Members - 
Elect David Catania and Phil Mendelson, 
and Congresswoman Eleanor Holmes 
Norton carried the three Southwest pre¬ 
cincts easily. In the citywide non-parti¬ 
san school board race Robert Bobb was 
elected and also carried the three SW 
precincts. 

In the Ward 6 Council Race Council¬ 
man-elect Tommy Wells carried the three 
SW precincts and School Board Member- 
elect Lisa Raymond was the biggest vote- 
getter in SW for that nonpartisan seat. 

Turnout in the general election was 
28.5% of the registered voters citywide, 
and in SW’s three precincts 32.4% in 
Precinct 127, 28.3% in Precinct 128 and 
43.5% in Precinct 142.

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Developers Negotiate Community Benefits

Waterside Development: ANC6D 
reported on its recent participation in a 
community meeting with the developers 
of the Waterside site. Important resolu¬ 
tions included: 

■ Increased retail space (minimum of 
110,000 sq. ft./maximum 160,000 
sq. ft.). The previous minimum was 
75,000 square ft. 

■ Issues around the value of the land 
remained unresolved. 

■ Barring government delays, the devel¬ 
opers pledged to complete the first 
phase of the project within 3 years. 

■ The developers pledged to work with 
PSA 104 and the MPD to ensure pub¬ 


lic safety during construction. 

■ The developers pledged to identify 
community meeting space. 

■ The developers will continue to work 
on their LEED status. 

■ The developers pledged to discuss pos¬ 
sible community programs for local 
residents. 

■ The community representatives urged 
the developers to guarantee the perma¬ 
nent presence of a supermarket. This 
issue remained unresolved. 

■ All parties agreed to continue the dis¬ 
cussions.

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SW Tree a Champion

C asey Trees announced on Novem¬ 
ber 2nd the results of its Living 
Legacy Campaign to identify and 
catalog the city’s largest trees by species. 
The Zelkova serratta located on G Street 
and 6th Place SW is the largest Zelkova in 
the District and 11th largest over all. The 
rating is based on a point system used by 
the National Register of Big Trees, which 
takes into consideration the trees cir¬ 
cumference, height, and crown spread of 
its limbs. The giant Zelkova, a Japanese 
tree, at 64 feet tall, 216 inches round and 
with a canopy spread of 74 feet registered 
a record breaking 299 points. 

The great Zelkova is a part of SW’s 
history. Joseph Curtis noted SWer and 
whose photographs reside at the Washing- 
toniana Room at the MLK Library, took 
a picture of this wonderful tree in the 40s 
prior to the redevelopment of SW with a 
note indicating the tree was over 200 years 
old then. Although a city tree, it resides 
in front of Grace Daughtridge s home and 
she has been able to find out that the city 
saved the tree during the urban renewal 
in 1960 expressly because of its rarity. 
The city redirected all utilities away from 
the trees root system and the side walk 
was especially constructed to protect and 
encompass the root system. Grace indi¬ 
cated it is rumored Lady Bird Johnson 
was involved to help save the tree. Folk¬ 
lore has it that the tree was brought to 


SW from the orient by Admiral Perry but 
Grace has not been able to confirm it. 

Grace, who is now a volunteer Citizen 
Forester for Casey Trees, is working on 
preserving and maintaining our city’s trees. 
Casey Trees will expand and include more 
species to the legacy list added Grace. 
This all started with water in my English 
basement and a condo association who 
wanted to cut down the gigantic Zelkova 
as a solution to the water problem. Grace 
found out that tree roots do not break 
water or sanitary pipelines and saved the 
tree. Grace indicated saving Southwest’s 
only living historical artifact has been 
quite an adventure and gratifying that I 
could do this for our community.
